Constantinople, August 27.—Treas 
ures of the Byzantine empire and 
tomb of living death have been 
dis 
covered in an ancient cistern by Pro­ 
fessor Edmund Tilley, an 
American 
attached to Robert college. 
For two years this young Ameri­ 
can has been exploring the maze of 
ancient cisterns and mysterious pass­ 
ages beneath the city of Constantine 
Pits which the Turks alwfays regard­ 
ed merely as wells he has proved to 
be Byzantine cisterns, many of them 
rich in relics and art of^the period of 
the Greek emperors. 
His explorations have loci him thru 
series of amazing adventures 
and 
have culminated with a grisly climax 
in his discovery of “the coffin cistern”. 
Here Professor Tilley 
found 
not 
only the usual beautiful columhs, with 
carved capitals rising 
in 
blackness 
from heaps of rubbish scurried over 
by rats. The first object his flashlight 
fell upon was an ancient coffin, and 
beside the coffin, lying on a bed 
of 
burlap and straw, was a dying 
old 
man. 
How many years the old man had 
made 
the 
black 
Byzantine pit his 
«me and how he had 
managed 
to 
provide himself with a coffin are un- 
olved mysteries, for he died as the 
people whom the explorer had called 
for help carried him out of his liv 
nig grave, into the sunlight above 
Of the 
several 
hundred 
cisterns 
which make a labyrinth of the ane 
ent city’s underworld, many of 
the 
fifty-eight thus far located are still 
partially filled with water from mys 
terious unlocated sources. 
Most of these cisterns are accessi 
ble only by rope ladders, swung dow 
well-heads, and can be 
investigate 
only by wading through slimy 
mud 
and dirty, icy water. 
The cold and foul air make impos 
sihle a long stay below, and no 
at 
tempt has yet been made to uneanth 
the jewels and treasures of old Byzan 
tium wdiich were buried 
in 
cistern 
during riots and raids. A Turkish sol 
dier who has been assisting Professor 
Tilley discovered* an antique 
Janis 
sary sword sticking in 
the 
mud of 
one cistern. 
In one large cistern of thirty col 
umns, situated 
l>eneath 
a 
modern 
Turkish hospital, Professor Tilley oh 
served a peculiar blind fish. 
The professor 
declares 
that 
the 
cisterns of Constantinople 
are 
the 
only unspoiled relics 
o f ' Byzantine 
architecture. 
While 
all 
that 
the 
Byzantines built above 
ground 
has 
been destroyed, the cisterns, the solid­ 
ity of which is a wonder of masonry, 
stand 
staunchly 
underground, 
un­ 
touched by earthquake, their porphy­ 
ry and marble columns raising 
the 
unsolved question of why men in past 
ages created such beauty in the bow­ 
els of the earth. 
The vast number of cisterns is not 
amazing, for a city so often l>esieged 
as Constantinople was in need of 
a 
tremendous water reserve, but 
the 
purpose of the maze of underground 
passages discovered in 
opening 
up 
the cisterns 
still 
remains a 
conun-

The chairman introduced Hon. R. 
E. Bailey, who presented the follow­ 
ing argument and facts to those pres­ 
ent: 
As the time approaches 
for

hearing before 
the 
State 
Highway 
Commission relatives to the re loca­ 
tion of the concrete road between An­ 
cell and Portageville, quite naturally 
some 
personalities 
develop 
that 
should be smothered. 
It is no secret 
that those who favor what is called 
the 
“ West 
Route” 
are controlled 
laigely by selfishness ami the same 
is true of those who favor the Kings­ 
highway Route. 
This lieing true, it 
seems better to me that both 
sides 
leave in the background 
those petty 
selfish suggestions, which do not rise 
to the dignity of an argument or 
a 
reason, and confine ourselves as far 
as possible to the 
presentation 
of 
those facts on which the ultimate de­ 
cision must come. 
The question now is whether or not 
our State Highway Commission desir­ 
es to change or can change a plan al­ 
ready established by it and made

State High­ 
way Engineers. 
Personally, I feel that

1921 the Missouri Legislature passed 
our present highway law.

law we find the following paragraph: 
“ Provided, that the Highway Com­ 
mission is authorized and empowered 
to designate the route and types 
of 
the higher type roads of approximate­ 
ly 1500 miles connecting the principal 
population centers of the State 
ami 
to make such changes in the routes 
of said roads as it may deem neces­ 
sary in the interest of economy and 
directness of routes, and is authoriz- 
txi to commence the construction 
of 
said higher type roads at such place 
or places on such routes as it 
may 
deem 
advisable; 
Provided 
further, 
that no change in designation shall 
increase the total mileage of the State 
Highway System”. 
Under this law the State Highway

pas.* ed a resolution on February 14, 
1922, requesting the Engineering De­ 
partment to submit for its consider­ 
ation a report and recommendations 
concerning the general designation of 
the State Primary System of High­ 
ways.

Symptoms 
of 
Infestation.—Light 
infestation 
with 
these 
worms does 
not, in mature poultry, cause any no­ 
ticeable symptoms; hut heavily 
in­ 
fested birds show marked evidence of 
disease. 
In chicks 2 to 4 months old, 
light infestation is often sufficient 
to cause illness and death. 
The symptoms are not very charac­ 
teristic; since 
the 
same 
symptoms 
may he caused by one of several dis­ 
eases of the intestinal 
tract. 
There 
may be loss of appetite, though birds 
sometimes have a very good appeti­ 
te ami eat large quantities of food un­ 
til just before death. There is an un­ 
thrifty appearance, dullness, emanci- 
ition, and loss of color of comb and 
wattles. There may or may not be a 
diarrhea. 
In fatal cases, 
the 
bird 
dies in from four days to two weeks 
ftir the first symptoms are observed. 
In young birds there is often a high 
mortality 
within 
a 
comparatively 
hort period. 
The young birds may 
lie very suddenly, exhibiting epilepti­ 
form fits, in which case the head turns 
purple at death. 
The irritation and 
inflamation of the intestines, and per­ 
haps 
toxic 
(poisonous) 
substances 
produced by the 
worms, 
cause 
the 
death of the chicks. 
Small Round W’orms. 
This worm is 
very common parasite 
of 
poultry 
and is found in th< caeca of blind in­ 
testines. The majority of adult birds, 
xamined after death, show infesta- 
ion with the small round worms. This 
parasitic worm is white in color and 
from one-fourth to one-half inch 
in 
length. 
Unless care is observed 
on 
xamination these worms may bo ov­ 
erlooked, as they are small and have 
he same color as the walls of the in­ 
testine. 
Symptoms 
of 
Infestation.—When 
these worms 
arc 
present 
in 
large 
numbers, they often cause inflamma­ 
tion of the walls of 
the 
intestines, 
and the affected birds have, an 
un­ 
healthy appearance. 
It is somewhat 
unusual, however, to find these para- 
ites alone causing losses 
in 
flocks; 
they are more often found along with 
the large round worms and the 
tape 
worms. 
IVevention—The control 
of 
para­ 
sites in poultry 
should 
be 
directed 
more especialy to the young growing 
stock, since it is an established fact 
that adult birds when well fed 
and 
cared for are seldom ill from worm in­ 
festation. 
They appear to be able to 
resist attacks from these 
parasites, 
ind unless 
they 
become 
weakened 
from neglect are not troubled to any 
xtent with paraMtism. 
Young birds, however, when fed on 
grounds that have 
been 
previously 
used by adult birxis in 
comparatively 
large numbers will very soon become 
infested with the 
various 
parasites 
and 
will 
lie 
in 
large 
numbers 
Grounds which have not been occupied 
by the adult for two years, and which 
are sodded or seeded to a green crop 
-uch as wheat or rye, are recommend­ 
ed as of prime importance in the con­ 
trol of parasites. 
A system which is 
practical, ami one that has been tried 
with su cess, is a three-year rotation 
for young growing stock. 
This plan 
can he carried out by using portable 
brooder houses. A suitable site should 
be selected, one that is well 
drained, 
and preferably sloping southward. At 
the next hatching season this brooder 
house should be thoroughly 
cleaned 
and disinfected and then allowed 
to 
dry out for a week before using. 
It 
should th«*n he moved 50 to 75 yards 
from the former site to fresh, cl«*an 
ground. 
The droppings contain the eggs of 
the worms. And these eggs reach the 
infectious stage after they have re­ 
mained in the soil for a month. Thus, 
it is usual to find the heaviest 
infes 
t at ion 
where 
comparatively 
large 
numbers of birds are confined to 
a 
small space. 


Treatment—By far the most sue 
cessful and practical treatment 
for 
round worms (large and small) is the 
administration of tobacco dust. 
The 
California Experiment 
Station 
has 
found that tobacco 
dust 
containing 
one and a half to 2 per cent of nico­ 
tine, mixed in the proportion of 
per cent of the dry mash, by weight, 
ind fed continuously from one to four 
weeks, removes practically all of the 
large round worms and about three- 
fourths of the small 
round 
worms 
This treatment is usually given 
by 
mixing 
the 
prepared 
tobacco dust 
with th»* dry mash in the proportion 
of 1 pound of the tobacco dust to 50 
pounds of dry mash. 
This medicated 
mash is fed from three to four weeks 
There is a great variation in the dif­ 
ferent tobacco dusts 
on 
the market 
both in strength and origin. 
Usual 
ly the local druggist can furnish the 
tobacco dust of the required strength 
if he is given a few days notice. This 
dust gradually loses its strength 
by 
exposure to air and should be bought 
only in quantities sufficient for 
the 
present need and should be kept 
in 
sealed containers. 
Birds will not eat 
the tobacco-treated maah readily 
at 
first, hut after a time will eat it in 
larger amounts. It is a good practice 
wh*»re infestation ia suspected, to give 
young pullets a thorough tobacco dust 
treatment before they begin to lay.

RELICS FOUND IN 
ANCIENT CISTERN 


Constantinople, August 27.—Treas­ 
ures of the Byzantine empire and 
a 
tomb of living death have been 
dis­ 
covered in an ancient cistern by Pro­ 
fessor Edmund Tilley, an 
American, 
attached to Robert college. 
For two yenrs this young Ameri­ 
can has been exploring the maze of 
ancient cisterns and mysterious pass­ 
ages beneath the city of Constantine. 
Pits which the Turks always regard­ 
ed merely as wells he has proved to 
l»e Byzantine cisterns, many of them 
rich in relics and art of#the period of 
the Greek emperors. 
His explorations have lod him thru 
a series of amazing adventures 
and 
have culminated with a grisly climax 
in his discovery of “the coffin cistern”. 
Here Professor Tilley 
found 
not 
only the usual beautiful columhs, with 
carved capitals rising 
in 
blackness 
from heaps of rubbish scurried over 
by rats. The first object his flashlight 
fell upon was an ancient coffin, and 
beside the coffin, lying on a bed 
of 
burlap and straw, was a dying 
old 
man. 
Howr many years the old man hnd 
made 
the 
black 
Byzantine pit his 
home ami how he had 
managed 
to 
provide himself with a coffin are un­ 
solved mysteries, for he died as the 
people whom the explorer had called 
for help carried him out of his liv- 
nig gruve, into the sunlight above. 
Of the 
several 
hundred 
cisterns 
which make a labyrinth of the anci­ 
ent city’s underworld, many of 
the 
fifty-eight thus far located are still 
partially filled with water from mys­ 
terious unlocated sources. 
Most of these cisterns are accessi­ 
ble only by rope ladders, swung down 
well-heads, and can be 
investigated 
only by wading through slimy 
mud 
and dirty, icy water. 
The cold and foul air make impos­ 
sible a long stay below, and no 
at­

Treasury 
surplus at the end of the next fiscal 
year have thrown Republican leader* 
into confusion over the question of a 
reduction in Federal taxes 
by 
the 
first session of the Seventieth 
Con­ 
gress. 
According to the budget estimates 
laid before President Coolidge by Di­ 
rector Lord, of the 
Budge 
Bureau, 
the surplus for the 
next 
fiscal year 
will be 
approximately 
$214,000,000. 
This 
is 
such 
a small margin that 
some of the Republican leaders fear 
that when appropriations 
are 
made 
for flood relief and control and for in­ 
creased Navy expenditures, 
due to 
the complete failure of 
the 
Geneva 
naval parley, held at the 
suggestion 
of President Coolidge, there will be 
little surplus left 
to 
make the tax 
cut which 
the 
administration 
had 
planned for the eve of the 1928 Pres­ 
idential campaign. 
At the last session of Congress, 
it 
is well remembered, 
Democrats 
of­ 
fered a plan to reduce taxes approxi­ 
mately $335,000,000 during the calen­ 
dar year 1927. 
The whole power 
of 
the Republican machine was employ­ 
ed to defeat the proposnl. 
Its lead­ 
ers said the Treasury surplus would 
probably not exceed $300,000,000, and 
a reduction could 
not 
be 
afforded. 
Democrats 
predicted 
the 
surplus 
would be 
a 
half-billion 
dollars 
or 
more, and that 
the 
reduction they 
proposed could 
be 
made 
and still 
leave a large surplus. 
For the fiscal 
year ending June 30, the surplus was 
actually $630,00,000. 
The Democra­ 
tic reduction could have been made 
and left a $300,000,000 surplus. 
Re­ 
publican leaders wished to defer the 
cut until the eve of the 1928 
cam­ 
paign. 
With the recent estimate 
of 
only a small surplus 
some of them 
are now probably sorry they 
didn’t 
let the cut he 
made 
when 
a large 
surplus was assured. 
Democratic leaders are still of the 
opinion that the Treasury condition 
will make possible a revision of the 
Federal taxes next winter. 
They are 
still insisting that absolutely neces­ 
sary appropriations, such as may be 


needed for flood relief and control, for 
example, be made, and that tax re­ 
vision then be undertaken to such ex- 
ten as the state of the Treasury will 
allow. 
They contend for the princi­ 
ple that it is wrong for the govern­ 
ment to take from the people more in 
taxes than is actually needed for the 
expense of the Government. 
Also, they know the country 
has 
learned that little reliance is to 
be 
placed in Treasury estimates of de­ 
ficits and surpluses, and that quite 
often Treasury figures are juggled to 
make them show what the admini­ 
stration wishes to have them show. 
For example, it will 
be 
recalled 
that when the soldier bonus bill was 
l>efore Congress, 
Secretary 
Mellon 
told Congress the country couldn’t af- 
for it; that the Treasury was 
con­ 
fronted in 1923 with a probable 
de­ 
ficit of $800,000,000. 
Instead, there 
proved to be a surplus 
of $300,000,- 
000; a billion dollar 
error 
by 
Mr. 
Mellon. 
When the Garner-Simmons tax bill 
was up in 1924, Mr. Mellon opposed it 
and President Coolidge signed it un­ 
der protest. 
Mr. Mellon said it would 
create a Treasury deficit 
of 
$300,- 
000,000. 
Instead, the Treasury show­ 
ed a surplus of more than a half-bill­ 
ion dollars for the fiscal year 1924 and 
of a quarter of a billion dollars 
for 
1925. 
Last fall, when the last Garner 
tax plan was before the House, 
the 
administration said the surplus would 
not exceed $300.000,000, hut it turn­ 
ed out to be more 
than 
twice 
that 
amount. 
These 
figures 
show 
that 
Treasury estimates can’t always 
be 
accepted at face value. 
Also, the President himself falls in­ 
to err^r now and Chen. 
He is now re­ 
ported as being nettled that Congress 
didn't cut taxes last fall. 
He knows 
that Republican 
Members 
of 
the 
House Ways and Means 
Committee 
voted against reporting out any 
tax 
bill, and that his party’s le a d e r s 
in 
the House and 
Senate 
successfully 
opposed even a vote on such reduc­ 
tion. 
Also, he is now quoted as say­ 
ing that if the next session of Con­ 
gress 
doesn’t 
appropriate 
more 
money than be 
recommends, 
there 
< an be some reduction. The President 
is reminded that instead of exceed­ 
ing budget estimates, 
Congress 
has 


actually 
appropriated 
$159,000,000 
less than recommended by the Budget 
Bureau since he 
became 
President, 
and for whatever economy of expen­ 
diture there is any credit, it is due 
to Congress, which has actually re­ 
quired the Departments to get along 
with $150,000,000 less money 
than 
Mr. Coolidge asked for them. 


ST. JOHN LEVEE DISTRICT 
SECT RES GOVERNMENT AID 


New 
Madrid, 
August 31.—L. 
C. 
Phillips and W. S. Edwards, member* 
of the St. John I/evee and Drainage 
District, recently returned from 
St. 
Louis where they were informed the 
Government w’ould pay two-thirds 
of 
the expenses of the St. John levee. 
Heretofore the 
Mississippi 
River 
Commission held this levee was 
an 
inland levee ami not entitled to Gov­ 
ernment aid. 
The recent flood has demonstrated 
that the New’ Madrid levee is an im­ 
portant levee. 
At the present time the Mississip­ 
pi River Commission is said 
to 
be 
short of funds and the levees are be­ 
ing 
restored 
to 
the 
present levee 
standard. 
This height of the levee 
has been proved inadequate to hold a 
stage of water such as occurred this 
spring and the levee standard probab­ 
ly will be raised several feet. 
When 
Congress 
convenes 
and 
additional 
funds are allotted for flood control 
work, all levees will be made larger. 
The contract for rebuilding and fill­ 
ing in the gap in the levee caused by 
the break at Dorena during the* 
re­ 
cent high water, has been let and the 
work is progressing as rapidly as pos­ 
sible. 
The contract price for 
thi* 
work was 
$193,740, 
two-thirds 
of 
which i** paid by the Government and 
the balance by 
the 
St. John 
Levee 
District.

ary to learn some method of control 
or eradication the County Agent Scott 
M. Julian, asked for and secured 
as­ 
sistance from Mr. Satterw’hait whose 
services have been offered to the Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, 
University 
of 
Missouri, for temporary work in 
the 
sunflower district.

roommates at school forty years ago, 
have been rival publishers here for 
thirty-five 
years. 
However, 
they 
still can sit down to a fried chicken 
dinner together, if 
the 
occasion is 
sufficiently important, or if there an* 
not too m:.ny photographers present. 
It is these tw o journalists who have 
hundreds of subscribers from Cali­ 
fornia to Maine they never have seen, 
but who read the Appeal or Mercury 
because of the “common sense” edi­ 
torials. 
Both editors are the same age, ’bout 
56; both are well educated; both are 
surprisingly frank in their editorials, 
and both are leaders of

surplus at the end of the next fiscal 
year have thrown Republican leader* 
into confusion over the question of a 
reduction in Federal taxes 
by 
the 
first session of the Seventieth 
Con­ 
gress. 
According to the budget estimates 
laid before President Coolidge by Di­ 
rector Lord, of the 
Budge 
Bureau, 
the surplus for the 
next 
fiscal year 
will be 
approximately 
$214,000,000. 
This 
is 
such 
a small margin that 
some of the Republican leaders fear 
that when appropriations 
are 
made 
for flood relief and control and for in­ 
creased Navy expenditures, 
due to 
the complete failure of 
the 
Geneva 
naval parley, held at the 
suggestion 
of President Coolidge, there will be 
little surplus left 
to 
make the tax 
cut which 
the 
administration 
had 
planned for the eve of the 1928 Pres­ 
idential campaign. 
At the last session of Congress, 
it . 
is well remembered, 
Democrats 
of­ 
fered a plan to reduce taxes approxi­ 
mately $335,000,000 during the calen­ 
dar year 1927. 
The whole power 
of 
the Republican machine was employ­ 
ed to defeat the proposal. 
Its lead­ 
ers said the Treasury surplus would 
probably not exceed $300,000,000, and 
a reduction could 
not 
be 
afforded. 
Democrats 
predicted 
the 
surplus 
would be 
a 
half-billion 
dollars 
or 
more, and that 
the 
reduction they 
proposed could 
be 
made 
ami still 
leave a large surplus. 
For the fiscal 
year ending June 30, the surplus was 
actually $030,00,000. 
The Democra­ 
tic reduction could have been made 
and left a $300,000,000 surplus. 
Re­ 
publican leaders wished to defer the 
cut until the eve of the 1928 
cam­ 
paign. 
With the recent estimate 
of 
only a small surplus 
some of them 
are now probably sorry they 
didn’t 
let the cut be 
made 
when 
a large 
surplus was assured. 
Democratic leaders are still of the 
opinion that the Treasury condition 
will make possible a revision of the 
Federal taxes next winter. 
They are 
still insisting that absolutely neces­ 
sary appropriations, such as may be 


needed for flood relief and control, for 
example, be made, and that tax re­ 
vision then be undertaken to such ex- 
ten as the state of the Treasury will 
allow. 
They contend for the princi­ 
ple that it is wrong for the govern­ 
ment to take from the people more in 
taxes than is actually needed for the 
expense of the Government. 
Also, they know the country 
has 
learned that little reliance is to 
be 
placed in Treasury estimates of de­ 
ficits and surpluses, and that quite 
often Treasury figures are juggled to 
make them show what the admini­ 
stration wishes to have them show. 
For example, it will 
be 
recalled 
that when the soldier bonus bill was 
before Congress, 
Secretary 
Mellon 
told Congress the country couldn’t af- 
for it; that the Treasury was 
con­ 
fronted in 1923 with a probable 
de­ 
ficit of $800,000,000. 
Instead, there 
proved to be a surplus 
of $300,000,- 
000; a billion dollar 
error 
by 
Mr. 
Mellon. 
When the Garner-Simmons tax bill 
was up in 1924, Mr. Mellon opposed it 
and President Coolidge signed it un­ 
der protest. 
Mr. Mellon said it would 
create a Treasury deficit 
of 
$300,- 
000,000. 
Instead, the Treasury show­ 
ed a surplus of more than a half-bill­ 
ion dollars for the fiscal year 1924 and 
of a quarter of a billion dollars 
for 
1925. 
Last fall, when the last Garner 
tax plan was before the House, 
the 
administration said the surplus would 
not exceed $300,000,000, but it turn­ 
ed out to be more 
than 
twice 
that 
amount. 
These 
figures 
show 
that 
Treasury estimates can’t always 
be 
accepted at face value. 
Also, the President himself falls in­ 
to err.gr now and ftien. 
He is now re­ 
ported as being nettled that Congress 
didn’t cut taxes last fall. 
He knows 
that Republican 
Members 
of 
the 
House Ways and Means 
Committee 
voted against reporting out any 
tax 
bill, and that his party’s lea d ers 
in 
the House and 
Senate 
successfully 
opposed even a vote on such reduc­ 
tion. 
Also, he is now quoted as say­ 
ing that if the next session of Con­ 
gress 
doesn’t 
appropriate 
more 
money than be 
recommends, 
there 
can be some reduction. The President 
is reminded that instead of exceed­ 
ing budget estimates. 
Congress 
has 


actually 
appropriated 
$150,000,000 
less than recommended by the Budget 
Bureau since he 
became 
President, 
and for whatever economy of expen­ 
diture there is any credit, it is due 
to Congress, which has actually re­ 
quired the Departments to get along 
with $160,000,000 less money 
than 
Mr. Coolidge asked for them.
